SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING ON DIIBOUTI - 

FOLLOWING FEBRUARY 18 SC MEETING, SOMALIS, LATER SUPPORTED 
BY FRENCH, SAID PRIVATELY THEY WOULD NOT OBJECT IF NEXT COUNCIL 
MEETING ON DJIBOUTI WERE POSTPONED UNTIL FEBRUARY 20. SOMALIS 
IINDICATED THEY WERE EXPECTING INSTRUCTIONS LATE FEBRUARY 18 
AS WELL AS INFORMATION CONCERNING PROGRESS OF EGYPTIAN 
MEDIATION EFFORTS. ETHIOPIANS. WHO ARE PARTICIPATING UNDER 
RULE 37, INFORMED US THEY HAVE MINISTERIAL DELEGATION 
ARRIVING FROM ADDIS ABABA. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 613) 

SPANISH SAHARA - 

SWEDISH MISOFF EKEUS SAID THAT IN RYDBECK'S VIEW "ENTIRE FABRIC 
OF SOCIETY HAS CHANGED” IN SAHARA, ECONOMY NOW IS "IN A 
SHAMBLES," MOST OF THE CAMELS HAVE DIED, ONLY MOROCCANS ARE IN 
PRESENCE, AND IMPRESSION WAS LEFT THAT MANY OF FORMER 
POPULATION HAD BEEN MOVED TO "REORIENTATION CAMPS." 

ACCORDING TO EKEUS, QUESTION NOW IS WHETHER RYDBECK'S

SOVIET PERFORMANCE AT THE 30TH GA - 

A REVIEW OF THE SOVIET PERFORMANCE AT THE 30TH GA SHOWS THAT 
THE USSR AGAIN TOOK DETENTE AS ITS MAIOR THEME. THIS TIME, 
HOWEVER, THE SOVIETS STRESSED BOTH POLITICAL AND MILITARY 
DETENTE, PUTTING EMPHASIS ON CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND 
COOPERATION IN EUROPE AND DISARMAMENT ISSUES. NEVERTHELESS, 
THEY WERE CONSISTENTLY AT ODDS WITH US ON MANY MAJOR ISSUES, 

AT TIMES ATTACKING US POSITIONS VIA PROXY, MOST NOTICEABLY 
THROUGH CUBA. EXCHANGES BETWEEN CHINESE AND SOVIETS REMAINED 
ACRIMONIOUS. PREDICTABLY, TOO, SOVIETS SOUGHT TO CARRY ON 
AS "CHAMPIONS" OF AFRICAN AND ARAB CAUSES. THE GENERAL 
REACTION OF MANY THIRD WORLD NATIONS TO SOVIET DISARMAMENT 
MOVES - COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN TREATY RESOLUTION, AND 
RESOLUTION CALLING FOR PROHIBITION OF NEW MASS DESTRUCTION 
WEAPONS AND WEAPONS SYSTEMS - WAS ONE OF INCREASING 
SKEPTICISM, ALTHOUGH SOME DELEGATIONS COMMENTED THAT ONE OF 
THE SUPERPOWERS HAD AT LEAST TAKEN AN INITIATIVE ON A 
COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 605) 

SIT-IN AT TASS AND COMPLAINTS OF HARASSMENT - 

SIT-IN WAS STAGED BY 13 YOUTHS (MEMBERS OF BETAR, JEWISH 
ACTIVIST ORGANIZATION) WHO GAINED ENTRY TO OFFICES OF TASS NEWS 
AGENCY FEBRUARY 18. THEY CHANTED SLOGANS, WERE GENERALLY NOISY 
BUT CAUSED NO INJURY OR PROPERTY DAMAGE, AND WERE ARRESTED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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UNDER ACT FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGN OFFICIALS. USUN RECEIVED 
NOTES FROM THE SOVIET MISSION COMPLAIINING OF HARASSMENT 
NEAR THE SOVIET MISSION FEBRUARY 12 AND DEMONSTRATION AT 
THE SOVIET MISSION FEBRUARY 16, AND FROM CZECHOSLOVAK MISSION 
COMPLAINING OF HARASSMENT OF WIFE OF THE FIRST SECRETARY.

SECURITY COUNCIL - DJIBOUTI INCIDENT 

THE SECURITY COUNCILFEBRUARY 18 HEARD STATEMENTS BY THE FRENCH 
AND SOMALI REPRESENTATIVES CONCERNING THE FEBRUARY 4 INCIDENT 
AT LOYADA. FRENCH AMB DE GUIRINGAUD SAID TALKS BETWEEN 
THIRD PARTIES WERE UNDER WAY TO RESTORE THE NECESSARY 
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CORDIALITY BETWEEN FRANCE AND SOMALIA AND HE WAS CERTAIN 
SC MEMBERS WOULD HELP IN THAT ENDEAVOR. SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE 
HUSSEN CHARGED THAT THE LOYADA INCIDENT WAS "PART OF A 
SYSTEMATIC PLAN BY FRANCE TO STRENGTHEN AND PERPETUATE 
FRENCH POLITICAL AND STRATEGIC INTERESTS IN THE REGION," 

AND HE CALLED ON THE SC TO "SEVERELY CENSURE" THE FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT AND, INTER ALIA, SEND A FACT-FINDING MISSION 
TO THE AREA. THE FRENCH REQUEST THAT HUSSEN RESTRICT HIS 
COMMENTS TO THE LOYADA INCIDENT WAS FOLLOWED BY A SERIES OF 
PROCEDURAL POINTS BY SOMALIA, LIBYA, TANZANIA AND 
FRANCE. PRESIDENT MOYNIHAN SAID HE WOULD BE IN TOUCH WITH 
COUNCIL MEMBERS REGARDING A DATE AND TIME FOR A FURTHER 
MEETING OR ANY CONSULTATIONS THAT MIGHT BE REQUIRED. 
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DE GUIRINGAUD REVIEWED DETAILS OF THE LOYADA INCIDENT, AS GIVEN 
IN A FRENCH LETTER (S/11977 AND CORR.l), AND ENIED SOMALIA'S 
VERSION. WHEN HE SPOKE OF AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHS MENTIONED IN 
THE FRENCH LETTER, COPIES OF THOSE PHOTOGRAPHS WERE DISTRIBUTED 
TO COUNCIL MEMBERS. HE SAID TALKS BETWEEN THIRD PARTIES 
WERE UNDER WAY TO RESTORE THE NECESSARY CORDIALITY BETWEEN 
FRANCE AND SOMALIA; FRANCE WANTED NOTHING MORE THAN TO HAVE THAT 
CORDIALITY RESTORED; AND HE WAS CERRTAIN THAT COUNCIL 
MEMBERS WOULD HELP IN THAT ENDEAVOR. 

SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE HUSSEN STATED HIS GOVERNMENT HAD WELCOMED 
THE THIRD PARTY OFFER OF GOOD OFFICES, BUT IN ABSENCE OF ANY 
ENCOURAGING SIGNS OF PROGRESS WITHIN A REASONABLE TIME LIMIT 
AND ALSO TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE INCREASING TENSION IN THE 
AREAS FOLLOWING THE LOYADA INCIDENT, IT REQUESTED AN URGENT 
SC MEETING. HE SAID THAT IN ESSENCE SOMALIA'S COMPLAINT 
WAS THAT FRENCH TROOPS SUPPORTED BY ARMORED CARS LAUNCHED 
AN UNPROVOKED ATTACK ON THE SOMALI CUSTOMS POST AND VILLAGE OF 
LOYADA, FRENCH ARMED UNITS CROSSED INTO SOMALI TERRITORY, 

AND PEOPLE ON THE SOMALI SIDE HAD BEEN FIRED UPON 
"INDISCRIMINATELY." HE CHARGED THAT THE INCIDENT WAS PART OF 
A SYSTEMATIC FRENCH PLAN TO PERPETUATE FRENCH POLITICAL AND 
STRATEGIC INTERESTS IN THE REGION, "REGARDLESS OF WHETHER 
OR NOT THE TERRITORY WOULD ACCEDE TO INDEPENDENCE.” 

ON POINT OF ORDER, DE GUIRINGAUD SAID THE SC WAS DEALING WITH 
THE FRENCH AND SOMALI COMPLAINTS AND NOT FRENCH POLICIES WITH 
REGARD TO THE TERRITORY OF THE AFARS AND ISSAS. IN A SERIES 
OF SUBSEQUENT INTERVENTIONS, HUSSEN ARGUED THAT THE INCIDENT 
COULD NOT BE SEPARATED FROM THE BASIC CAUSE; DE GUIRINGAUD 
OBJECTED TO INCLUDING FRANCE'S DOMESTIC POLICIES; AMB 
BENNETT NOTED THE SOMALI LETTER CONFINED ITSELF TO THE 
LOYADA INCIDENT; AND HUSSEN APPEALED TO THE COUNCIL TO LET HIM 
PROCEED. THE PRESIDENT SAID THE SC HAD TAKEN NOTE OF THE 
FRENCH OBJECTIONS. AND HE ASKED THE SPEAKER TO GO AHEAD, 
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WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THE MATTER ON THE AGENDA. 

CONTINUING, HUSSEN SPOKE OF HARSH AND OPPRESSIVE MEASURES BEING 
CARRIED OUT, AND DE GUIRINGAUD INTERJECTED THAT THE LINE 
BEING TAKEN REGARDING INDEPENDENCE HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH 
THE LOYADA INCIDENT. KIKHIA (LIBYA) CONTENDED IT WAS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DIFFICULT TO SEPARATE THE INCIDENT FROM THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

DE GUIRINGAUD SAID HE WAS SURPRISED KIKHIA SHOULD THINK 
ABDUCTION OF 30 SCHOOL CHILDREN COULD BE JUSTIFIED BY ANY POLITICAL 
SITUATION. KIKHIA, DENYING HE ATTEMPTED TO JUSTIFY 
KIDNAPPING OF CHILDREN, SAID ISOLATED INCIDENT SHOULD NOT 
BE USED FOR PROPAGANDA AGAINST LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, 
PARTICULARLY THIS MOVEMENT. SALIM (TANZANIA) THOUGHT THE 
PRESIDENT'S RULING WAS A WISE ONE, GIVING ALATIITUDE 
TO THE SOMALI REPRESENT AIVE, AND HE APPEALED TO THE FRENCH 
REPRESENTATIVE TO LET THE SPEAKER CONTINUE "WITHOUT UNDUE 
INTERRUPTIONS," ADDING IT WAS NOT REALISTIC TO EXPECT THE 
SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE TO REFER TO THE INCIDENT WITHOUT 
SAYING WHAT HIS GOVERNMENT CONSIDERED TO HAVE LED TO IT. 

PRESIDENT MOYNIHAN STATED THAT THE SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE 
HAD THE FLOOR, AND HE TRUSTED HE WOULD CONTINUE IN THE 
SPIRIT WHICH THE TANZANIAN REPRESENTATIVE HAD SUGGESTED. 

WHEN HUSSEN SAID "ALL AGGRESSIONS HAVE POLITICAL MOTIVATIONS," 

DE GUIRINGAUD INTERRUPTED TO NOTE THAT THE TANZANIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE HAD SAID THE DEBATE WAS NOT ABOUT THE SITUION 
IN THE TERRITORY BUT HAD SUGGESTED CERTAIN LATITUTDE. 

THE PRESIDENT STATED THAT AFTER THE SOMALI AMB COMPLETED 
THE STATEMENT HE WAS READING FROM A TEST, THE FRENCH AMB 
COULD REPLY IF HE WISHED. 

HUSSEN THEN PROCEEDED WITH HIS STATEMENT. HE REFERRED TO HIS 
PRESIDENT'S TELEGRAM TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL AND TO A SERIS 
OF PROVOCATIVE ACTIONS BY COLONIAL AUTHORITIES IN FRENCH 
SOMALILAND. HE COMMENTED ON WHAT HE CALLED "THE GRAVE 
DISTORTIONS OF FACTS CONCERNING THE LOYADA INCIDENT" PRESENTED 
BY THE FRENCH DELEGATION, FURTHER DISTORTIONS OF FACT IN 
THE FRENCH MAP, AND "DOUBLE STANDARD" ATTIDUE OF THE FRENCH 
REGARDING HUMAN LIFE. HE CHARGED THATTHE FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
WAS TRYING TO COVER UP ITS OWN RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE HIGH 
CASUALTIES, AND NOTED THAT THE CREDIBILITY OF THE FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT'S ACCOUNT WAS BEING CHALLENGED IN ARTICLES IN 
A NUMBER OF LEADING FRENCH NEWSPAPERS. HE DENIED THERE WERE ANY 
SOMALI MILITARY UNITS IN THE AREA, AND SAID ANY MACHINE 
GUNS FIRED ON THE SOMALI SIDE BELONGED TO THE FRENCH FORCES 
WHO HAD CROSSED INTO SOMALI TERRITORY. REPORTS OF JOURNALISTS WHO 
VISITED THE SCENE PROVIDED EVIDENCE SUBSTANTIATING THE SOMALI 
CHARGE THAT THE FRENCH UNITS CROSSED INTO SOMALI TERRITORY, 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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KILLING DEFENSELESS PEOPLE AND DAMAGING PROPERTY. IN THE 

VIEW OF THE SOMALI GOVERNMENT THE INCIDENT WAS CERTAINLY NOT 

CLOSED, AND HUSSEN BELIEVED THERE WAS A PRESSING NEED FOR 

A FULL DEBATE ON THE MATTER. SOMALIA TRUSTED THAT 

THE SC "WILL SEVERELY CENSURE THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT," CALL 

ON FRANCE TO REFRAIN FROM ANY FURTHER UNLAWFUL ACTION AGAINST SOMALIA 

AND 

WITHDRAW ALL ITS MILITARY FORCES ON AND AROUND THE SOMALI 
BORDER. IN VIEW OF THE "THREATENING SITUATION WHICH STILL 
EXISTS" AND THE CONFLICTING VERSIONS OF THE LOYADA INCIDENT, 

SOMALIA BELIEVED THE SC SHOULD ARRANGE FOR IMMEDIATE DISPATCH 
OF A FACT-FINDING MISSION SO THAT THE TRUTH COULD BE 
ASCERTAINED. ANOTHER IMPORTANT FUNCTION OF SUCH A MISSION 
WOULD BE TO ASSESS THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE TO LIFE 
AND PROPERTY AT LOYADA WITH A VIEW TO DETERMINING THE 
COMPENSATION FRANCE MUST PAY TO THE SOMALI GOVERNMENT. 

HUSSEN ALSO ASKED THE SC TO TAKE PARTICULAR NOTE OF THE 
GA'S FINDING THAT THE SITUATION IN FRENCH SOMALILAND HAD 
BEEN A THREAT TO THE PEACE AND STABILITY OF THE REGION. 

DE GUIRINGAUD, RESERVING HIS RIGHT TO REPLY IN DETAIL, NOTED 
THAT THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT HAD STATED IT INTENDED TO GRANT 
INDEPENDENCE BUT NEEDED TO ASSURE THE INTEGRITY OF THE 
TERRITORY AND TO GUARANTEE ITS SECURITY. FRANCE HAD STATED 
ALSO IT INTENDED TO ENSURE THAT DJIBOUTI REMAINED AN 
OUTLET FOR EAST AFRICA. 

HUSSEN, WHO ALSO RESERVED HIS RIGHT TO SPEAK LATER, COMMENTED 
THAT THE KIND OF INDEPENDENCE FRANCE PROPOSED TO GIVE WAS NOT, 

IN SOMALIA'S VIEW, GENUINE INDEPENDENCE. 

PRESIDENT MOYNIHAN NOTED THAT HE HAD SOUGHT TO MAINTAIN 

THE WIDEST LATIIUDE FOR THE DEBATE. REGARDING THE MATTERS 

NOW RAISED BY THE SOMALI REPRESENTATIVE, HE HOPED THAT 

THAT REPRESENTATIVE WOULD REMAIN WITHIN THE LATIIUDE 

SUGGESTED. HUSSEN REPLIED THAT HE RESERVED HIS RIGHT TO 

SPEAK LATER ON THE ISSUE OF THE INDEPENDENCE FRANCE INTENDED 

TO GRANT THE TERR ADP000 
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COMMITTEE OF 24 - 

COMMITTEE, AT BRIEF MEETING FEBRUARY 18, ADOPTED THE REPORT 
OF ITS WORKING GROUP AND APPROVED RECOMMENDATIONS THEREIN, 
INCLUDING PRIORITY OF AGENDA ITEMS, SUBJECT TO ANY REVISIONS

OF 20 AUGUST 1975 CONCERNING PUERTO RICO.” ITEMS FOR

AT THE REQUEST OF THE MALAGASY REPRESENTATIVE, THE UN CIRCULATED 
(S/1 1981; A/31/52) THE TEXT OF THE MALAGASY PRESIDENT'S 
FEBRUARY 9 MESSAGE TO THE SECRETARY GENERAL (SENT ALSO TO 
THE CHAIRMEN OF THE OAU AND NON-ALIGNED GROUP) WHICH STATED 
INTER ALIA THAT MAYOTTE SHOULD BE INCLUDED IN THE COMOROS 
AND THAT MADAGASCAR HAS NEVER RENOUNCED ITS RIGHTS OVER 
SMALL ISLANDS OF THE INDIAN OCEAN, INCLUDING JUAN DE NOVA,

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BRAZIL'S CANDIDACY FOR UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL -
